been prepared by State Tax Commis- 
sioner William D. T. Trefry. 
Under the law the commissioner is. 


required to send to the legislature once 
n three years a statement showing- the 
proportion of the state tax which each 
municipality in tho state must pay. His 
decision in the matter is final, and it is 
arrived at by taking into consideration 
the valuation list of each municipality 
as prepared by the local board of as- 
sessors. 


His report, which will be laid before 
lie members of the legislature today, 
llows that for this year, as well as for 


the. years 1911 and 1312. the city of 
Boston must pay $341.89 on each' $1000 
of tax levied at a state tax, as com- 
pared with 5359.70. which has been paid 
during the past three years. 
Figured on the basis of the j?lale tax 


of last year, 14.500,000, Boston would 
this year be obliged to pay. Tinder the 
former apportionment. $1,618,660. '.but 
assuming that the state, tax will this 
year be the same as last, and it is not 
likely to be any smaller, under tho new 
apportionment Boston will have to 'pay 
only $1.588,805, a saving or $80,045. 
It had been hoped that in making Ms 
apportionment the commissioner would

A committee of the legislature of -New York, after investigating the 


workings of the primary law in other states, has reported adversely on the 
proposed adoption of this method of making nominations. 
The committee 


has apparently reached right conclusions when it-says that wherever this 
law has been tried it has resulted in the selection of weak candidates. The 


city of Boston is given.as an instance, and it is shown that after a trial 


of direct nominations for nine. yc:ys,, thu best citizens got .together and had 


the law changed so that the nominations are now made in u different man- 
ner. 
The committee recommends Ihaf it is unnecessary for. the present to 


(if/part, from the historic: representative system under which the political 


ail'airs of the state have so long been administered. 


The direct primary law is one of those measures which sound well in 


theory but prove a failure in practice. The result of the law has been seen 


in many Massachusetts cities in the demoralization of government Iwilics 


and the election of unfit men lo ofiiee. 
It will take a considerable time to 


convince people generally t h a t this law as at present applied can have no 
other result. 
Thus far at least the New York legislature is not likely to 


adopt, the direct primary law. and in this it is benefiting 
by

experience of other slates.

If 
that measure proves to be of a substantial character they will support the 
ininistiry in passing it into law. 
Mr. Redmond very properly states that to 


overthrow the ministry now while measures of a constitutional nature are 
being considered would make home rule a dead issue. lie is not going to 
do.scything that will injure the prospects of the Irish cause, although were 
it not for the appearance of a faction that is.always looking for trouble, 
he would be more free to make a compromise by 
which a .substantial 


measure of home rule might be obtained. 


THE 
PRIMARY 
ELECTION LAW. 


A committee of Ihc legislature ol' Xiuv York, after inveslignling the 


workings of the primary law in other states, has reported adversely on the 
proposed adoption of this method of making nominations. 
The committee 


has apparently reached right conclusions when it says that wherever this 
law has been tried it has resulted in the selection of weak candidates. The 
city of Boston is given as an instance, and it is shown that after a trial 
of direct nominations for nine years, the best citizens got together and hud 
the law changed so that the nominations are now made in a different man- 
ner. 
The committee recommends that it is unnecessary for the present to 


depart from the historic representative system under which Hie political 
affairs of the state have so long been administered. 


The direct primary law is one of those measures which sound well in 


theory but prove a. failure in practice. The result of (he law has been seen 
in many Massachusetts cities i n . I h c demoralization of government bodies 
and the'election of unfit men to office. 
It will take a considerable time to 


convince people generally lhat this law as at present applied can have no 
other result. Thus far at least the New York legislature is nol likely to 
adopt the direct primary law, and in this it is benefiting 
by 
the 
costly 


experience of other states. 


TO PRESERVE THE WHITE MOUNTAINS. 


In the last session of congress a bill introduced Ivy Congressman Weeks 


was passed by the house, its object being to empower any state to cooperate 
with any other stale or states or with the federal government, for the pro- 
tection-of navigable streams and to appoint :i commission for the acquisi- 
tion of lands for the purpose of conserving the navigability of navigable 
rivers. There is an agitation on foot at the present time to have this bill 
put through during the present session. 


It is alleged that under the authority provided in this bill the New 


England states would unite to protect the White Mountain region so that 
its forests and its water supply may be duly preserved and held for the 
public benefit. 


The White Mountain forests are rapidly disappearing and the. nudity 


of these mountains has its effect upon Hie water supply and upon I'rcslicts 
iu rivers which ha.ve their rise in Ihose mountains. If the Weeks bill would 
enable (he New England states to conserve such natural resources and to 
protect, the navigable rivers from being 
saddled 
and 
obstructed 
by 


^peculating power companies, the measure would certainly'be of great value 
and should be enacted. 
11 is slalcd (htil Congressman McCal! is Ihc only 


Xew England representative opposed io the measure, and his opposition is 
probably based on the assumption Unit the authority given under the bill 
might lead to extravagance'and the waste of public money. 
Congressman 


Ames favors the bill despite all rumors to the contrary.

They represented more the 
opinion of the aristocracy, for when the 
will of the British people has expressed 
itself it has been with America."

The two ideas which met in an- 
tagonism, in tiie Revolutionary war, 
found their incarnation in two Georges, 
George the Third and George Washing- 
ton. The former contended for the old 
order, tlie latter for the new order of 
things. To understand George Wash- 
ington, we must understand that which 


he represented, with that you arc. all 
familiar. 
We must . understand also 


some of his antecedents and those you 
know as well as I. We can" never un- 
derstand. Washington, and the cause 
for which he contended so-nobly, with- 
out also -understanding George 
the 


Third, and the life in which he moved, 
and the spirit which was then domi- 
nant in the English nation. 
, 


. It .was unfortunate that wh.ep this 
crisis came in the relationship Between 
Great "Britain"- and 
the colonies, the 


system of personal 
government 
liaJ 


reached its culminating point of suc- 
cess toward which George had 
been 


working with dogged persistency. -Ev- 
ery !ast particle of independence and 
of wisdom which had • dared 
present 


Itself had been 
virtually 'eliminated 


from the cabinet. He had realized tlie 
Ideal of his mother, "George, he Kins." 
But- he was not, and never could be 
an English king'. He was to the close 
of-his .reign, at. war. with the people. 


Time would fail me to sneak o£ the 


fact that Britain also' reached at this 
time the lowest mark politically and 
morally. Corruption was 
everywhere 


evident. Despair seemed written over 
everything. "No man,"

"expects good of any measures which 
have been pursued, 
or expects 
any 


good from those that are in prepara- 
tion, but it is a cold, languid opinion, 
like'what men discover in affairs that 
do not concern them; It excites to no 
passion. It prompts to no action. Even 
the clergy were corrupt. 


The nobler, traits of his English stock 


are splendidly developed in Washington 
as they never could be developed under 
•aristocratic influences. The freedom of 
the woods, the absence from aristo- 
cratic institutions, fostered that manly

and

of 
freedom 


which has ever characterized the Eng- 
lish people. 
We love him because of 
his calm, serene faith, because of his 
persistency in clinging to a great cause 
in the face of difficulties which seemed 
almost superhuman, lor his loyalty in 
the presence of jealousy and backbit-' 
ings and evil speaking of 
men 
who 


were supposed to be his helpers and 
subordinate officers, but were too small 
to understand the greatness of Wash- 
ington. In Ihe. face of the lack of har- 
mony in the councils of (he colonists, 
he remHinecl true to his duty, unflinch- 
ing and steadfast 
when 
others de- 


spaired. He not only fought the battle 
against unequal odds with pour sup- 
plies and 
poorly equipped 
men, but 


after he had won freedom for the colo- 
lists ho became the great president, 
bringing together^ into a condition of 
coherence the states separated by jeal- 
ousy and envy. 


He governed with justice and equity, 


;mmoved by the cry of opposition, as in 
the cabe of the "Jay treaty," and ro- 
vealed remarkable statesmanship, that 
certainly no other man in America was 
fitted to exercise. He saved the nation 
from the devastation which swept ovei 
France, and held it fast to a sane re- 
publicanism which stands today as the 
monument of his life and those who 
served with him In wnr and as con- 
si rnctivc statesmen in peace. 


He was without question one of God's 


great men. a.nd the English race claims 
him as one of its sons who fought foi 
those things which have always been 
cherished by the English people.

The outlook for the British ministry is somewhat better since Hon. John 


E. Redmond, the Irish leader, announced the decision of the Irish party not 
to hamper the British ministry in passing the budget. The Irish party -will 
not vote for the budget and will not vote against it. 
They.-will await the 


introduction of a measure to curtail the powers of the house of lords. ]f 
that measure proves-to be of a substantial character they will support the 
ministry .in passing it into law. Mr. Redmond very properly states that to 
overthrow the ministry now while measures of a constitutional nature are 
being considered would make home rule a dead issue. He is not going to 
do-anything that will injure the prospects of the Irish cause, although were 
it not for the appearance, of a faction that is always looking for trouble, 
he would-be more free to make a compromise by .which 
a 
substantial 


measure of home rule might be obtained. 


THE 
PRIMARY 
ELECTION LAW. 


A committee of.Ihe legislature of Xew York, after investigating the 


workings of the primary law in other states, has reported adversely on the 
proposed adoption of this method of making nominations. 
The committee 


has apparently reached right conclusions when it says that wherever this 
law has been tried it has resulted in the selection of weak candidates. The 
city of Boston is given as an instance, and it is shown that after a trial 
of direct nominations for nine years, tbe best citizens got together nnd had 
the law changed so that the nominations are now made in a different man- 
ner. 
The committee recommends that it is unnecessary for the present to 


depart from the historic representative system under which the political 
affairs.of the state have KO long been administered. 


The direct primary law is one of those measures which sound well in 


theory but prove a failure in practice. The result of the law has been seen 
in many Massachusetts cities in the demoralization of government bodies 
and the election of unfit men to office. It will take a considerable time to 
convince people generally that this law as at present applied can have no 
other result. Thus far at least the New York legislature is not likely to 
adopt the direct primary law, and in this it is benefiting by 
the 
costly 


experience of other states. 


TO PRESERVE THE WHITE MOUNTAINS. 


In the last session of consrress a bill introduced by Congressman Weeks 


was passed by the house, its object being lo empower any state to cooperate 
with any other state or slates or with the federal government for the pro- 
tection of navigable streams and to appoint a commission for the acquisi- 
tion of lands for the purpose of conserving the navigability of navigable 
rivers. There is an agitation on foot at the present lime to have this bill 
put through during .the present session. 


It is alleged that under the anthorily provided in this bill the Xew 


England states would unite to protect the White Mountain region so that 
its forests and its water supply may be duly preserved and held for the 
public benefit. 


The While Mountain forests arc rapidly disappearing and the nudity 


of these mountains has its effect upon the water supply and upon freshets 
in rivers which have their rise in I hose mountains. 
If the Weeks bill would 


enable1 the New England 'states to conserve such natural resources and to 
protect the navigable rivers from being 
saddled 
and 
obstructed 
by 


speculating power companies, ihe measure would certainly he of great value 
and should he enacted. It is slated that Congressman McCall is the only 
Xew England representative opposed to the. measure, and his opposition is 
probably based on the assumption that the authority given under Ihe bill 
might lead to extravagance and Ihe \vaslc of public money. Congressman 
Ames favors the bill despite all rumors (o the contrary.

Rev. Mr. Willmott spoke, in part, as 
follows: 


Tho average Englishman finds it un- 


necessary to readjust his thinking on 
the matter of the * American revolution 
and George Washington when he comes 
to this country. A study of history in 
the English public schools teaches tis 
to! frankly 
admit 
the greatness of 


Washington, and that, the 
colonists 


wero fighting for their rights as Brit- 
ains. I have in my possession ah es- 
say, in schoolboy 
handwriting, 
com- 


posed when I was between the age of 
12 and 13, and the subject of this essay 
is "The Life of George Washington," 
and you wouldn't know by the reading 
but that It was written by an American 
boy. 


That the English people are not cred- 


ited -with this view is true. This is due 
somewhat to the tendency which the 
ruling classes of England had towards 
the south during the Civil war, and to 
rather . unfortunate incidents which 
may have occurred since, but 
these 


people in no wise represented the Brit- 
ish people. They represented more, the 
opinion of the aristocracy, for when the 
will of the British people has expressed 
iteclf it has been with America. 


To Englishmen, Washington 
always 


will be a great son of their race. They 
are taught to think of him, not as a 
miracle, but as one whose antecedents 
in part explain the man. 
1 have no 


sympathy whatever nvlth 
iconoclasts. 
Hero worshipping is a good thing, and 
yet the hero must be warmly human, 
and the present tendency in American 
literature and in history is toward di- 
vesting the natlonai~h~efoes of the' tra- 
ditions and attributes which'ill-fitted 
them, and to look upon them as ele- 
vated human beings, rather than peo- 
ple scarcely human. If this tendency 
continues in America.n literature 
and 


history, the views of the English and 
American 
people -will soon 
become 


identical in their estimates of Wash- 
ington and the Revolutionary war. To 
the English boy Washington is a. great 
majestic leader of men, no ordinary 
man, but yet a man. 


In the first place we were ta.ughl to 


regard the Revolutionary war • -AH 
the 


king's 
war, a.nd George Washington 
was always looked upon as more of an 
Englishman 
than the Georges ever 
were. The two ideas which met in an- 
tagonism, in the 
Revolutionary 
war, 


found their incarnation in two Georges, 
George the Third and George Washing- 
ton. 
The former contended for the old' 
order, the latter for the new order of 
things. 
To understand George Wash- 


ington, we must understand that which

vealed remarkable statesmanship, that' 
certainly no other man in America was 
fitted to exercise. He saved the nation 
from the devastation which swept over 
France, and held it fast to a sane re- 
publicanism which stands today as the 
monument of his life and those who 
served witli him in war and as con- 
structive statesmen in peace. 


He was without question one of God's 
great men, and the English race claims 
him as one of its sons who fought for 
those things which have always'been 
cherished by the English people.
